Capitol march to focus 
On job rights, violence 


“You're fired!’ ‘Sorry, that position has 
been filled.’ ‘‘We’ll keep you in mind if we 
have an opening.” 

Statements many of us are familiar with — 
and a moving force behind a January 13 
March on Sacramento, pressing for legisla- 
tion to insure job rights for gays, and protest- 
ing mounting violence against lesbians and 
gay men. 

The principle focus of the Sunday march 
— and for a lobbying effort planned for the 
next day — is Assembly Bill One, a proposed 
law introduced by Assemblyman Art Agnos, 
which would add sexual orientation to the 
categories of persons covered by the state’s 
Fair Employment Practices Act. AB1 would 
prohibit most private employers from firing 
or refusing to hire people, just because 
they're gay. 

Currently, gay people enjoy no such pro- 
tection under California state law.

Press Run: 14,000 


Organizers of this month’s march, spon- 
sored by California Human Rights Advo- 
cates, believe passage of AB1 would be a 
significant advance in gay people's struggle 
for equal rights. Should the State Assembly 
fail to act on the bill by month’s end, the 
legislation will die for another year. 

“It’s a great way for people who couldn't 
go to Washington to get their licks in local- 
ly,"’ says March co-chair Cleve Jones of San 
Francisco. Jones co-chairs the statewide 
March on Sacramento organization with 
Karen Peters, president of the California 
chapter of the National Organization for 
Women. 

According to Jones, the March committee 
is both co-sexual and multi-racial, with of- 
fices in Los Angeles, Sacramento, and SF. 
Local groups backing the Sacramento effort 
range from Gays Under 21 to the Golden 
Gate Business Association. 

“This is something peo can do easily 
and still make a statement,’’ asserts Paula 
Lichtenberg of the local committee. She 
adds: ‘‘They should make a commitment for 
themselves, if not for others.” 


Planners Optimistic 


Organizers are confident the March will 
have legislative impact, maintaining that the 
largest recorded demonstration in Sac- 
ramento only drew 15,000 people. ‘If up toa 
quafter million people turn out for the annual 
Gay Freedom Day Parade in San Francisco,” 
says Lichtenberg, ‘‘we can certainly top 
15,000 in Sacramento.” 

In addition to the need for job protection, 
the march will protest increasing violence 
against lesbians and gays — whether physi- 
cal, mental or emotional. 

The following Monday, January 14, has 
been designated Lesbian.and Gay Lobbying 
Day — a day to sound out legislators on gay 
rights and AB1. . 

The January 13 March & rally won't limit 
itself to political speeches, according to 
planners. Lesbian comic Robin Tyler is one 
among many gay artists who'll perform at the 
conclusion of the long haul. 

Groups, organizations and businesses can 
obtain application forms and pay the ten dol- 
lar registration fee (which can be waived for 
needy groups), by calling or writing the 
nearest March office. 

Interested? Reserve a space on a char- 
tered bus by calling 885-2510, before Janu- 
ary 5. Car caravans also are in the planning 
stages; and housing information is said to be 
available through all three march offices.
